A CASTAWAY WHO 
SPENT FOUR 


YEARS WITH A RACE OF GIANT& 


D»n Hclntyr* I» the Only SnrriroT of » 


TdMl Wre«kea on a Coral Beef-He 
Spend* Tour and a Half Years on ait 
XaUnd and Is Bo-"»lly Treated. 
Mr. Dan F. A. Mclntyre has had some re- 


markable experiences on the seta. He has 
•pent a good part of his days whaling in the 
Arcttff ocean and hunting the sperm whale ia 
the South Pacific seas. Mr. Mclntyre's ship 
was once wrecked on a coral reef, and he was 
the only man of the, crew who was saved. 
His companions were washed up on the rocky 
beach of the Marquesas Islands and killed. 
Mr. Mclntyre still bears an ugly scar over 
his right eye that he received during the 
•term, and, when he came to his senses, no 
found himself lying on the rocky shore with 
• group of natives bending over him. Here 
he remained for four and a half years, the 
only white man on the island, when ha was 
licked up by a French man-of-war Relating 
his experience, he said: 
•The Marquesas group on whira I found 


myself consists of sixteen islands, twelve of 
which are inhabited. The greatest distance 
between-my of them is about forty miles. 
The natives, away back in those times, passed 
from one island to the other,in big canoes 
and small sail boats. During certa-n seasons 
of the ytiir the Pacific was stormj but the 
natives were well acquainted 
with the 


weather, and knew when to venture. The 
islands a-e located in latitude 8 degs. south 
of the equator. 
"The poople belong to the Malay class, hav- 


ing dark, straight hair and swarthy com- 
plexions. Like tha Fiji Islanders, they are 
very tall and muscular, plenty of them 
measuring seven feet in height I never, bo- 
fore or since, saw such powerful fellows. 
They are rather bright men, and live, like 
theSamoans, on the fruits of the islands, 
that grow in abundance without much culti- 
vation. Wild hogs and sea fowls were the 
only game to be hunted; in fact, there were 
no otter "^imalg on the islands. Tho natives 
spent most of their tune In taking life easy, 


* occasionally hunting and fishing.

"My life for four anfl one-half years 


among these people was pleasant, taking it 
altogether. The first six months I could 
scarcely endure it. If I had been impris- 
oned in a call I cuuld not have led a more 
miserable existenca Day after day I climbed 
the highest mountains, and sat for hours 
•canning the horizon, looking for a sail, but 
none appeared. The people were friendly, 
and tried to console me in their uncouth way. 
I appreciated then- kindness, and, after a 
while, learned enough of their language to 
be able to converse with them. 


"Life then became less unbearable, and I 


prepared myself to wait for a vessel to come 
along The king of the island made me a 
namesake of his, and I lived with him for the 
first year 
When I found I would have to 


rtay for some time, I built a house, and, to 
amuse myself, 1 was in the habit of going 
into the forest and pulling up young orange 
and lemon trees to plant about my home. 


"The king tattooed his name on my leg, 


which made me a privileged character, and 
equal to one of his relatives. If I broke any 
of their laws 1 was not punished, and the 
king would not allow an; ot his people to in- 
sult mo or treat ma rudely. In this respect I 
must say that I was greatly admired bv all 
the natives. They have a vast deal of respect 
for a white man, and many of them envied 
my white skin. 
"The natives on the different islands were 


hostile to each other, and most of the tune 
were at war. The king would never allow me 
to mix up in any of their fights. He held me 
In too sacred a light. Once I was captured by 
a neighboring tribe. They knew by the tot- 
too on my leg that I belonged totheir enemy, 
and they decided to tattoo me all over. They 
started on my lower hmbs; but the pain was 
•o great that I could scarcely stand it It 
seems some French missionaries had visited 
the island forty years"before, and failing to 
Christianize the natives they left. One of tho 
old men had learned from them to talk a lit- 
tle French, and in that language I begged 
him to go to my king and inform him of my 
plight This he jid, when my master made 
peace with his enemies and I was released. If 
they had disfigured my face I don't believe I 
should ever have come back to America. 


"When the French ship came along 1 


boarded it, and went with them to the Island 
Obatite, whereanumberrfif Europeans livo 
There I remained for two years before I re- 
turned to San Francico. The French man- 
of-war was making soundings and surveys 
for the purpose of locating a naval station. 
Since then I have learned that they estab- 
lished a coaling station on the island where 1 
spent four and a half years of my life." 


THE BAMBOO FIFE LUTE. 


Mr. Mclntyre's story of how he astonished 


the natives with an engineering feat on the 
Marquesas Island, where he was so long a 
castaway, is very good. 
They had, from 


time immemorial, been in the habit of carry 
ing all their drinking water from springs 
away on on eminence in the back ground of 
the principal settlement In that tropical 
clime this was quite a task, yet they could 
conceive of no way to improve upon ii 


First convincing the king that he had a 


much better plan, Mclntyro was granted the 
necessary assistance, and succeeded in con- 
structing a sort of bamboo pipe line from the 
springs to the settlement, so that the natives 
thereafter got their drinking water without 
any labor whatever. It was a great scien- 
tific triumph to their notion. 


"When Mr. Mclntyre came back to Pitts- 


burg he found it so greatly changed that tho 
old familiar city was new to him. Finally, 
however, by diligent inquiry, he located his 
brother, a liquor dealer, in the eastern part 
of tne city. One day he went out, ordered a 
glass of beer at his brother's bar, and, with- 
out making himself known, engaged in con- 
versation with the gentleman. 


"You had a brother Danf said ho. 
"Yes," was the reply j " but he was 


drowned in tho Pacific Ocean—went down 
with his ship—a good many years ago." 


"But," was the rejoinder of the returned 


Dan, "I met a fellow, not so very long- ago, 
either, who claimed he bad recently seen 


• your brother Dan, and that Dan had a great 


story of how he had lived, a castaway for 
years, with savages on an island." 


"Impossible! He's dead—poor Dan I" 
"But do yon think you'd know Dan if you 


saw him I" 
"Yes, indeedl Add twenty years more to 


each of our lives and I'm sure I'd stall be 
able to recognize mj brother Don, if I cculd 
only sea him all vo again, in any part of the 
world or under any circumstances." 


"But years have already passed, and Dan 


has changed a good deal since yon saw him." 


"He might have changed—if he'd lived— 


bntTd know him anyhow; sure as you're 


"Wen, then, John, I am Dan Mclntyre, 


your brother, and I'm not drowned. Here I 
am; look at me closely and yonll seel" 


Recognition really followed very soon, and 


the liquor deakr became a counter jumper 
and embraced the brother, seemingly return 
ed from an oceanic grave to life.—Flttsburg 
Dispatch.

The story, as picked up from various 


Way back in the thir- 
ties there resided in a town in the northern 
part of this state a family of the name of 
Hieks, consisting of John Hicks, a wife, a 
daughter, Jennie, and Dwight, a son. The 
young children were given all the advantages 
possible in those tunes, for Hicks was a well

proudof fate children, and nothing thatmoney 
could buy was wanting to make their lives 
complete. There was one sorrow that dis- 
turbed the old man, however, arid that was 
the envious nature of his daughter.

Right of Way. 


It is of course generally understood that 


all tbe interest that the public owns ia the 
land over which our highways pass is simply 
the ngti t of way. The loud belongs, tu it did 
before the road was located, to the several 
estates from which it was taken. If at any 
time the road is discontinued, the land goes 
back to those estates. 


Plain as this principle is, there are curious 


questions of right arising from time to tune 
An interesting ono came up in connection 
with fishing rights a few years ago. An 
English road had crossed a little stream by a 
ford from a time so early that no ono knew 
the beginning of the usage. 


In later years when fishing rights became 


valuable, the owners of land along the 
stream made its waters private property, as 
they had a right to do. Tho ford, however, 
belonged to the public as a thoroughfare 
Could the traveler cast his line for a fish 
\vhilo fpassing through the water? Clearly 
this would be an act of trespass. 


But this did not settle all the points at issue 


before the public yielded A bridge was built 
over the stream just below the ford. No 
formal discontinuance of the old passage 
could, however, be obtained. People con 
tmued to drive through the stream, to the 
serious injury of the fishing rights above and 
below. 
Naturally the owners of the land tried to 


prevent travel through the water. It was 
contended, on the other part, that the horses 
were accustomed to drink on their way by 
the ford, and that the bathing of their legs 
in the water refreshed them. Ttcse were 
held to be conveniences of travel, and were 
not surrendered by the building of tho bridge 
—Youth's Companion. 


A Cheap Share. 


"From your stories tho other day about 


'Lord Gall' Murphy, of Boston," said a young 
railroad man yesterday, "one would suppose 
we bad no men of nerve here in our own 
town, but lean tell you that we have—lots 
of them, too.

THI CLASS or 1889. 


Perhtps it will 'be of interest to our 


friends, who heve gathered here to-day to 
listen to onr parting txereises, to learn 
something of onr history, mnd surely each 
member of the class, which now meets 
together as sncb for tbe last time, will be 
interested in Itstening to a record of its 
formation and progress. 


For the lait time we come together as a 


class of schoolmates, and this thought can 
can not bnt be a sad one, for however we 
may meet in fntnre it will never be 
careless, fun-loving school boys and girls; 
still tbe«e is a bond uniting ns which can 
never be broken, • bond nearly like that 
joining brothers and sisWw of the ssme 
family. 
We are of ihe sam* family thongh 


no tie of blood joins each to tbe other. 


with others it nay delay • little, but the 
real dutwe for which we have been pre- 
paring through our childhood days must 
soon be met by all. For this end we have 
worked, some times diligently and with 
pains-taking, and at other times thinking 
10 doubt far more of the good times we 
were enjoying then of our work. 


Tobaalwaye good, always thoughtful, 


and always studious is the natnre of no 
human boy or girl, thongh snob cases are 
sometimes met with—in books. We, like 
others, have striven to "Gather up the 
sunbeams as they Uy about our path." 
and the future alone can decide whelhtr 
our work bus been well done or ill. Of 
this we all may be certain that onr gr»d- 
na'ing day finda ns with minds that have 
been treated as the skillful agriculturist 
treats his soil. The seeds of knowledge 
have been sown, and though some may 


Ties of kindred interest, kindred hopes 
and fears have animated us for years. 
Together we have worked and played, 
together we have hoped and flared; and 
although we shall work and play, hope 
and fear together no longer, still vh» ties 
so closely formed cannot be wholly broken 
while life lasts.

In September, 1885, we eutewd upon 


the duties connected with th« First-Tear 
Grammar grade, our teacher this year 
being Mrs. M. 8. Doten. In this grade 
we found that onr work assumed a rather 
more difficult character, U. S. History aud 
Physiology being substituted for those we 
had formerly used. Still with 
patient 


perseverance we plodded on, till the year 
was completed and we were once og*in 
promoted, this time to be the Junior Clasn 
of the High School. Here we sighted 
breakers

stranding were Algebra and Philosophy.
